Violent Gale 
Hits Britain 


Water Of North Sea, Whipped 
Inland By Winds In Worst 
Storm In 50 Years 


LONDON, (UP) Waters of the 
North Sea flooded 20 square miles of 
Norfolk on the east coast today as 
heavy seas, whipped by a severe win- 
ter gale, crashed through coastal sea 
walls. 

The sea broke through a three mile 
Stretch of coastal defenses near the 
village of Horsey, 10 miles north of 
Great Yarmouth, and spread five miles 
inland. 

The destruction was the worst in 
50 years. A new crisis was feared be- 
cause the maximum spring tide was ex- 
pected today and if the water reaches 
Norwich by a river bed dried up for 
nearly two centuries extensive damage 
may result. 

Shipping on the English Channel 
was disrupted by a blizzard. Winds 
along the coast reached a velocity of 
90 miles an hour.

RAINS NEAR END IN 
19TH DAY OF STORM 


Rail And Highway Travel In

SAN FRANCISCO, (lP—Fifty thou- 
sand acres of California farm lands 
were flooded today by a deluge of run- 
off waters from a 19 day storm that is- 
olated a score of communities, tied up 
railroad service, disrupted communica- 
tions and forced hundreds of persons 
to evacuate their homes. 


The storm neared its end today, 
however.

court today denied the petition of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company | 
for a review of lower court decisions | 


| refusing to enjoin sale of $12,000,000 of | 


bonds of the Sacramento municipal | 
utility district. | 

Proceeds of the bonds, according to 
the company’s petition, are to be used ;
